He saw the 
body of decensed floating in the water off 
the Slaughter Honse, He at once returned 
to No.7 Station ‘and mado a teport to the 
Inspector. He returned to look after the 
body until tho ‘ambulanos. arrived.and re- 
moved it to the Hospital. Enquiries have 
been made, but no traco of his residence or 
relatives can be found. en 

Dr Marquee. said:—The body..of the 
decensed was brought Jast evening to 
the Hospital, . I examined. it this morn- 
ing. It appears to be. that of a. China- 
man strongly built, about 27 years: of 
age, It bore an abrasion on the left supra 
orbital, about half an.inch.broad,, he 
whole body is swollen, the abdomen pre- 
sented the green colour of decomposition. 
By tho outside appearance of the body it 
appeared that deceased had been drowned 
about a week ago. ‘The wound was. pro- 
bably caused by o fall. There were no 
other marke of violence on the body. The 
wound was only.a surface one and might 
have been caused by striking on a rock.

THE KANDAHAR DISASTER. 
(Singapore Times, Aug. 7.) 


The telegraphic news from India 
brought by the French mail steamer 
Anadyr yesterday, and to be found in 
another Drees does not throw much light 
upon the disaster to General Burrows’ 
brigade on the Helmtnd, and gives 
hardly any details but what have been 
published already. How such a disaster 
could have happened remains still un- 
explained ond is inexplicable. From 
Reuter’s London telegram of yesterday, 
it is some satisfaction to learn that tha 
“annihilation ” of the brigade consisted 
in the loss of 1,247 in killed and mis- 
sing, and that 1,389 survived. The 
exact composition of the brigade seems 
to be unknown in India, and some doubt 
exists as to whether the 66th Rigitnent 
formed part of it, at all, or whether there 
were any European troops present except 
the battery of Royal Horse Artillery. 
Jt has‘ been estimated that with comp 
followers, it could not have counted leas 
than 5,000, and it seems to have been 
accompanied by Col. St. Jolin, the Chief 
Political Officer in Kandahar. ‘The Jn- 
dian papers publish the following list of 
the regimental officers of the Native 
Troops who accompanied General Bur- 
rows together with his own record of 
setvices.

under the command of: Lumot, formerly 
Governor of Turkestan, Whintchappen- 
ed between that date‘and the 28th July 
is not known, nor is anythirig known 
how the catnstrophe of that day occurred, 
It will be noted in the telegraphic news 
that there wore reports of Musa Khan, 
the young son of the ex-Ameer, joining 
his uncle, Ayub Khan, and there was 
nothing known of the whereabouts and 
intentions of Mahomed Jan, the Afghan 
Sirdar, who surrounded General Roberts 
in the Sherpur cantonment in December 
last, and it is conjectured that he-attack- 
ed General Burrows in the rear while 
Ayub Khan attacked him in front. ‘The 
village of Kushki Nakud, where General 
Burrows was in position, is situated at a 
confluence of roads from the south, north 
and west, and the country to the north 
is o mountainous region split up by 
passes and defiles. Tho probability is 
that Musa Khan. and Mahomed ‘Jan 
marched with a large force from Ghusni 
on the north through these passes on 
their way to join Ayub Khan advancing 
from the west, and contrived to get in 
rear of General Burrows’ brigade with- 
j out any warning, and that this is the 
explanation of the catastrophe that 
ensued. 

It will bo seen that General Primrose 
began to entrench himself in Kandahar 
as soon os the news reached him. He 
is said to have under bis command about 
8,000 men of whom 8,000 are European 
troops, and in addition the Bombay Re- 
serve Division has been ordered ‘on to 
Kandnhar, while General Roberta is on 
the march from Cabul with some 10,000 
troops. On the other hand, there was 
no confideuce whatever to be placed in 
the native population of Kandahar, 
among whom Ghuznism was very pre- 
valent, and it is nlmost certain that the 
whole country rose'npon hearing of Ya- 
kub Khan’s success. About the middle of 
June, it was confidently said that a great 
reserve was to be sent soon,’ Again the 
Bombay Reserve Division had a long 
march before it to Kandahar from Kur- 
rachee, Hyderabad, and Quetta, where 
it was distributed, nad General Roberts 
had over 800 miles to traverse from 
Cabul to Kandahar all through a hostile 
country. It is therefore little wonder 
that some anxiety was folt in India as to 
the position and safety of General Prim- 
tose, and it is very certain that serious 
fighting will fuko place yet in Afghanise 
tan despite the: recognition of Abdul 
Rahman, ond. that the British troops

The Post Office ia not legally res 
for the safe delivery of Registerod corres: 
pondence, but henooforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :— 

1, Thet the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 

2. That the letter was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably atrong envelope. 

3, That pplication was made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss waa discovered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such applicstion uoless it alao is lost, 

4. That the Postmaster General is satia- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres- 

nndence waa in the custody of the British 

‘ostel adwinistration in China, tbat it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho egty or negligence of any
